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DETAILED ACTION 
Remarks 

1 . Because of an error in the number of allowed claims in the Notice of Allowability, 
a supplemental Notice of Allowance is made to fix the problem. 

Remarks 

2. In view of amendments, the Examiner withdraws the rejection under 35 U.S.C 
102 (b) to claims 1 and 6 and the objection to claims 2-5, 7 and 8. The addition of 
claims 32-37 has been acknowledged. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 -8, 1 6-24 and 32-37 are allowed. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the prior art of record does not show discloses an air cooled dynamoelectric 
device comprising: a stator secured inside the casing shell with the casing shell interior 
surface surrounding the stator, a plate secured to the casing shell, the plate having an 
interior surface that faces toward the stator and an opposite exterior surface, a center 
hole passing through the plate with an inner edge of the plate extending around the 
center hole and an annular lip having a convex surface that extends around the center 
hole and projects outwardly from the interior surface toward the stator, a cylindrical rim 
having an annular concave surface that merges into the plate interior surface and the 
rim extending around the outer edge of the plate projecting axially outwardly from the 
plate interior surface.
